SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: JANUARY, 1964 


Rainfall: The feature of the month’s rainfall distribution was the extreme range of departures from normal across the State from 
west to east. From Maatsuyker Island to Waratah, the West Coast including the western parts of the Central Plateau received at 
least 14 times normal rainfall and a large area received a little more than twice the average. The Central North, Northeast, Hast 
Coast and Midlands, however. only received 20 to 30% of normal. 


Rainfall amounts ranged from 15 inches on the West Coast highlands to nil at St. Marys. 


The agricultural areas most favoured were the Huon Valley (1 to 2 inches), Tasman Peninsula (2 to 3 inches) and the far Northwest 
(2 to 3 inches). 


Temperature: Warmest areas of the State were the Central North and the Lower Derwent Valley where the mean maxima 
approached 75 degrees. Along the East Coast this mean was in the low seventies. In the West and North temperatures ranged from 
the high sixties on the North Coast to the high fifties on the Central Plateau. The remainder of the State experienced a slightly 
cooler than normal month except along the East Coast where mean maxima at St. Helens and Swansea were slightly more than one 
degree above normal. 


Crops, Pastures, Stock, etc.: Crops in most districts were only fair and in some areas. particularly the East Coast and King 
Island they were reported as being in bad condition. Pastures were mainly poor and in most areas were continuing to deteriorate, 
The condition of stock generally was fair to good but deteriorating. 
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
